Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 2/1 3/06 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per independent claim 1 , Applicant's claimed invention is deemed allowable 
over the prior art of record as the prior art fails to teach or suggest sending at least one 
request to the host to transmit the first data, the third data and the fourth data over the 
data bus without sending a request to transmit the second data and without receiving 
the second data from the host in combination with other limitations as recited in 
independent claim and further in view of the specification and applicant's arguments. 

As per independent claim 9, Applicant's claimed invention is deemed allowable 
over the prior art of record as the prior art fails to teach or suggest sending at least one 
data transfer request to the host to transmit over the bus only the data associated with 
the first LBAs of the first data write request in combination with other limitations as 
recited in independent claim and further in view of the specification and applicant's 
arguments. 

As per independent claim 17, Applicant's claimed invention is deemed allowable 
over the prior art of record as the prior art fails to teach or suggest a means for 
comparing the data write requests in the queue and requesting only data identified by 
the data write requests that are not ovenA^ritten by later received data write requests in 
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the queue in combination with other limitations as recited in independent claim and 
further in view of the specification and applicant's arguments.
